' wjeth the freedom of his will, according as he is inſpired by 


a Natural Vertue or the Divine Grace (chuſe you by which 
name yon will call it) for a mans fate is not bound to the 
Stars 4s ſome think, for they do but work. upon the cnſes 
and incline, vet ſo ſtrongly in ſome who are of depraved and 
vicious nature, that they are not able to reſiſt it ; hence we 
may obſerve , that he who hath his Moon and Mercury 
ſtrong, and in good Aſpect with Sa 11 and Jupiter, hath 
a natural command of his will, which others have not : there- 
fore the contention of the Naturals with the Supernaturals,

And indeed this is net much unlike that of Herodotus 
the Philoſopher, who'ſeith, That when Cod intended to 
puniſh a City or Nation, he firſt ſhews them his Detign 
by Prodigies and Apparitions, that he may leave them 
inexcuſable, under the ſcourge of their ſins 
Loquitur cum hominibus Deus nonmodo Lingui huma- 
ni per Prophetas, Apoſtolas & Paſtores ſed non nun- 
quam etiam ipſis Elementis in formas & magines diver- 
ſas Compolitis, i. e- Ged doth not only teach us by the 
erouths of his Prophets, Apoſiles and Paſtors , but ſome- 
times. by Elementary Meſſengers, compoſed into divers 
Forms and Images. For when the courſe of nature is changed, 
it is not to inform the Superior, but the Inferior World, for 
man is made, as well for Speculation as Contemplation, 
and therefore what Preternatural ſights are afforded either in 
Heaven or Earth is deſigned for mans inſpettion,and by how 
much the more they differ from the nſual courſe of nature,by ſo 
much the more they are to be taken notice of; and Hippo- 
cratis (the princeps Medicornm) i his Book de Infomniis, 
hath a T.earned Diſcourſe of Dreams, of the Sun, Moon 
and Stars, which if they appear in their natural quality, 
courſe and motion, they then hinifi Health , but if other- 
wiſe the contrary, Videin libro citato-: Tet indeed theſe 
are no new things, for Fiſtory is fertile with Preſidents and 
examples of this, as you may find in Fiſtory.

Ext to the Holy Writ , Phyloſophy (Speculative and 
PraRical) is the only means tolet us know , that 
God hath left a lively Inſcription of his Finger ypon 
all his works; not Graphical by a Literal Compott- 

- tion of Letters or Chara&t:rs;z but Myſtical, of the ſeveral forms, 

. orders and conſtitutions of things , which aptly and duely put 
together Spells all the effes of nature, — as — Number, Mca- 
fure, Weight, Quantity, Quality, Matter, Form, Privation. Ge- 
neration, Corruption, Motion, Reſt, Soul, Body, Life and Death, 
and after the ſame Pyloſophical method, chough i in a more holy 
ſenſe, the Wiſe, Omnipotent calls the Sears by their Names 3. and 
by the ſame Myſtical order did Adam give cach Creature a name 
peculiar to1ts nature in Paradice, and nature doth then moſt vi- 
fibly ſhew the Treaſures of her fertility, when ſhe doth unboſom 
her (elf to the whole World by diverſitics of Phenoming's,, whole 
nature and cff.&s are. only examinable by Natural Phyloſophy,

2nd exiſtence, before I come to ſpeak in particular to the Aſtro- 
logical cffets hence depending, ; 

The cauſe and generation of theſe Moek-Movons, is the ſame 
with the Parelii or Mock, Suns; for as the Mock: Sung are called 
Parelii from gg and HA fo theſe are called Pareſelene from 
mes and oxalun 3 and although this is not ſomuch taken notice of 
as the Parelii (it being an accident of the leſſer Luminary ) yet it 
is from the ſame Cauſe, of the ſame Nature, though lefs forcible 
in effe&, and of the ſame name alſo the particulars contidered, 
they being both the effec of RefraQion, ReficQtion, whole ſut« 
Jet matteris a Cloud that is thick, plain and watery, and the 
Air quiet aud free from Wind; for a turbulent Air dilfifat-s the 
matter that produceth the Reflection, and this is the ſecond of 
this kind of Phaſma's that have been (cen fiace Chriſtmas lalt, the 
firſt of which was ſeen the fixth day of Janwary about Eleven of the 
Clock at Night, and was obſerved by divers ſufficienc men of 
Hereford, but eſpecially by Mr. Mathews a very Ingenious Gentle. 
manzthe laſt of theſe hapned the-Eleventhot Fuxe laft;alitcle before 
Midnight: Bat beſides theſe two Phaſma's, there were allo two 
others before of the Sun ſeen in England 3 the firſt of which hap- 
pened the 28th, day of July about Eight of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and was ſeen in Oxferdſhire and Northamptonſhire ; Thus the 
true $#n had on each fide ot it another like it with a Circle paC. 
ſing through the Center of the two Meck: Suns, and a right Line 
palling through them all three. 

The other happened Ogober the 10 day about four in the Aﬀter- 
noon, and was obſerved at Windſor, the truc Sun being Brlieged 
by two falſe ones, and one of them exceeded the true onein Light 
and Glory : Upon this occaſion I took the pains to write a tew 
Sheets upon the then preſent Aﬀairs, and what might in a 
courſe of nature be expeRed the Winter following, but Autho- 
rity would not afford me the Liberty of the Preſs, and ſo my 
Labours were doom'd to Oblivionz but of theſe former ones I 
have given a better Account in my Almanack for x680. and thi- 
cher do I refer my Reader for further ſatisfation, and haſten to 
my Aſtrological Diſcourſe upon this Phenomenon, deduced from a

hence may an ordinary Aſtrologer with little conſideration give 
a rational ſatisfaQory judgment upon this Figure, as it concerns 
the general Afﬀairs the next ſix months ſucceeding and more, 
which will afford matter enough for the Actors and SpeQtators 
of this Tragy-comedy to gaze at : Forthe World is but the vaſt 
univerſal Theater, and men and women the Puppets with which 
the Fates ſport themſelves.

gure will appear-in matters of that nature andquality, that is in 
reference to their quiet or diſquiet, being or baniſhment, life or 
death, and not only ofthem, burof their Friends and Favorers 
alſo; Saturn is here in the laſt degrees of Gemini : And Betbexn 
faith, That a Planet in tbe laft degrees of a Sign, is as a man falling 
from his former eftate, Apho. 22, and Apori, 25. . 

Fapiter the great Patron of the Clergy, is almoſt in Sextile of 
the Sunand Saturn; the Governours and Rulers of Kingdoms and 
Nations will adhere to the Churchmcn and Lawyers, and will 
confirm them in their Rites and Priviledges. Yet Venus who 
hath dignities in the Horoſcope, and by that ſhe hath fome (igni. 
fication of the Commonalty of Kingdoms, and ſhe alſo depoſeth 
of Jipiter in the firſt 3 hence there will be differences about pro- 
perties, an4 great debates and diſputes concerning the priviledges 
of men and Socicties, and in the concluſion it will ſcarce appear 
to have been worth their while, 

The Moen, Venus and Merenry are of one party, and Jupiter, 
Sol and Mars of the other, and according to their ſtrength and 
power {© will the effes in theſe affairs be, which I judge will 
barpcn this time to the Moon , Venus and Mercury after much 
ſiraygliog and contentionz and while theſe two parties are con- 
tending, Satury is undermining of them both by ſecret Coun- 
cils and Clandeſtine Deſigns, God preſerve us from Popiſh Plots, 
(in good earneſt) about Auguſt and the latter end of September, 
and alſo from Murders and Treacherous Actions. - 

Some Ambaſſador, Agent, or rather Miniſter of State imploy- 
ed in Forreign Aﬀairs, ſeems to be queſtioned about: his negle&, 
or ill performing his buſineſs 3 the matter is managed with great 
force and violence, but in the end it will appear not to be ſo bad 
as was ſuppoled. 

Mears being indeed Lord of the Horoſcope principally, as having 
his day houſe Aries wholly incercepted there, will after much dc- 
bate turn the Scene of Aﬀairs wonderfully 3 yet Jupiter in re» 
ception with the Meon will bear as great ſway as any of them, 
ifnot all ; and thoſe who are perſonated by- Jupiter will be the 


only and effeually aRive for ſome Months, and who thoſe are,

may beeafily known, if you conſider what Houſe he is Lord of; 
the Anglehe is in, and the Moon he is in Reception withz and if 
you obſerve, Jupiter hath but one enemy in the whole Figure, 
and that is Venus who is in Trine to the Moon from regal fiery 
Signs. If the Reader pleaſes to obſerve what Houſe Venns is 
Lady of, he may ſoon gueſs at the cauſe of this difference , divitie 
diſcerdiam faciunt, or in Ovid's term, irritamenta malorum. 

And as Venus is Lady of the ſ{zcond and ſeventh Houſes, and in 
Square to Fupiter in the firſt from fixed Signs , this ſhews tena- 
cious differences, and that about Money and Priviledges ; 
the Canda draconis in the firſt Houſe, will be the cauſe of much 
Sorrow, Evil and Poverty to ſome Countries and People in 
Europe; Good and Honeſt mcn are Abuſed and Scoft at by the 
baſe and inferior rabble. 

Theſe kind of Phaſma's or Apparitions never happen, but they 
preſage ſome hurry or ſtorm in the World, as we have had large 
experienccof within a few Months: And a Learned Philoſopher 
gives this account of their effects. Pluvias naturaliter ſignificat, 
ob copiam bumoris in nubibus comprebenſam, Politice denotat magnum 
confifium aut Cladem. That there will in ſome Country be diffe- 
rence, both Popular and Private, is without Controverſy ; but 
with what kind of cloak the babe ſhall be covered I will not dif- 


| pute,but this I am ſure, that every threed of thewhole garment will 


be lined with Religion,and things of that make and nature: And 
that I may prove Aſtrologically what I have here ſaid. Obſerve. 

That Jzpiter whois Lord of the ninth, is alſo Lord of the 4+ 
cendant in the Aſcendant, and diſpoſeth of the Moon who is but 
juſt removed out of the ninth Houſe, and Mercury who is Lord of. 
the ſeventh and diſpolitor of Satrra, is indiredt Oppoſition to the 
Mooz and Cuſp of that Houle alſo; and Mars who difpoſeth of 
the Dragons Tail, was in Square to the Moon during her paſſage 
through the ninth Houth, and during the firſt half of the time of 
the appearance of this Phaſma the Moon was wholly and locally in 
the ninth Houſe, andalſo the Moo# who was but a few Minutes 
before in the ninth Houle, is in Reception with Fwupiter the Lord 
thereof, and he the great Patron of Religion, aud the laſt Con- 
junction 
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j+:ion of Saturnand Jupiter, anno 1663. Was upon the Cuſp 
of the ninth Houſe in this Figure, and the Moox at that great 
Conjuntion was in Gemini, and in this Figure ſhe is in the ninth 
in Oppoſition to her diſpoſitor in that : Hence it may appear to any 
whois Aſtrologically Learned, that the effeQts of this Phaſms prin- 
cipally will diſcover it ſelf in raifing up the ſpirits of all ſorts of 
Diſſenters from our Religion eſtabliſhed by Laws, to the unhappy 
diſturbance thereof: And that ſuch Configurations have former- 
ly ſodone (though bleſſed be God witliout advantage to thoſe 
who have aimed at its ruine) will manifeſtly appear by this Atro- 
logical Hiſtory following.» And firſt confider whether Saturn 
doth not cauſe ſome hurry and moleſtation about Religion in the 
World the fifteenth year always after his Conjun&ion with Jupiter, 
and perhaps this may better ſatisfie the Reader, if he confiders 
the years 1578, 1598, 1618, 1638, 1658. and laſtly the year 1578, 
with what Aſpe&s then happened, relating to the ſeveral Coun- 
tries according to the place where their Aſpes happen, and that 
when they chance to fall in Gemini, Sagitarins, Aries or Libra 
with their © adraxgles, they concern England, and particular- 
ly when their _ happen in humane Szgaes, they then work 
upon men, and their*acions at home; but if in ©Dnadrupedian 
Signes, then their effects are- Extrancous and Forreign 3 but of 
this matter ſome examples will more perfe&ly illuſtrate the Dif- 
courſe, 

Anno 1 563, In Auguſt there was a Conjundtion of Saturn and 
Jupiter in Cancer, after which followed that third Bloody War in 
France about Reiigion 3 and the Dukes 4 Alvs made horrible 
work in the Low Comntries : And the Maſſacre in France ſucced- 
cd alſo. 

Anno 1578. Being 15 years after the Conjunttion, Saturn came 
to the Oppoſition hereof, and Mars was that year in Auguſt in 


.©wartile to Satarn and in Oppoſition to Jupiter and the Sun. Pope 


Gregory the 13, Conſpircd with the Spaxiards to Depoſe Queen 


'Elizabeth, and to reſtore the RomiſþReligionz and to this pur« 


poſe one Stukely , an Engliſh Fugitive, was ſent with 800 Tts- 
lians to Invade Trelazd, and joyn there with the Popiſh Rebels 
who in : £79. did many Murders. Anno 
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Anno 15$1. Edmond Coampian the ]cſuitiwas Executed, with 
others, and new Laws made againſt the Papifts; Mars that year 
did tranſite Gemini, and in Fuly, Mercury in Leo paſſed by the 
Oppoſition of Saturn in Aquarius. 

Anno 1583. There was a Conjundion of Saturn and Fupiter in 
Piſces, and in July Mars beingin Virgo, paſſed by the Oppoſition 
of them both 3 and ſhortly after Francis Throckmorton Eſqz was 
Executed for contriving the death of the Queen, and ſhortly 
after William Parrey, tor a Fact of the ſame kind, together with 
a horrid Plot (diſcovered by one Creighton a Scotch Jeſuit , who 
was taken upon the Seas by Dutch Pirates) of the Pope, and the 
Spaniards Reſolution to Invade England : By the Parliament, this 


' year were all forbid to Harbour Papiſts , who were commanded 


todepart the Realm in 40 days. 
Anno 1588. When that ſo well known damnable deſign of the 
Spaniards was put in praQice againſt England, there was a Con- 


jundion of Saturn, Mars, the Sun and Mercury in Taurus: Yet 


without doubt this was but the cffe& of the laſt Conjuntion of 
Saturn and Jupiter in Piſces with ſome other cauſes, advanced by 
the Oppoſition of Saturn and Mercuryfrom Aries and Librain 1585, 
and their Conjundion in Aries 1386, Theſe without doubt were 
the Cauſes of thoſe diſturbances in thoſe years by Mr. Babingtor, 
Giffard a Prieſt, BaKarda Priceſt,and Hodgon one of the ſame Trade, 
together with P Aubeſpine the French Ambaſſador, all contriving 
the Queens death. 

Anno 1589. The Papiſts again endeavour to Invade England 
again, by the mcans of Br»ſea Prieſt, and Creighton a Jeſuit, who 
drawed Huntley, Arral, Crawford, by perſwaſon into Arms, but 
were by the care of King Fames prevented: Saturn was now in 
Gemini, in Oppoſition to Mars in Sagitary, and Fupiter in Virgo 
in Square to Satwrn , and ſhortly after Mars in Piſces near the 
place of the former Conjunion in Square to Saturn, 

Anno 1594, Doctor Lopar was Executed undertaking to 
Poiſon the Queen, and Cxllen, York, and Williams were appre- 
hended for undertaking to Burn the Fleet with Fire Balls 3 there 
was then in 7uly a Conjuntiion of the Moon, Saturn, Mars, — 
an 
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and Mercury in Leo in Oppoſition to Jupiter : Dlars -at the time 
of the Conjun@ion was very near the Lyons-beart. 

Anno 1597. Saturn comes to the oppolite place of the laſt 
Conjunftion in Square to Mars in Gemini. Edward Squire was 
F xecuted for endeavouring to Poiſon the Pommel of the Queens 
Saddle, and the Pomme! of the Earl of Efex's Chair : To this he 
was perſwaded by Walpoole the Jeſuit, who gave him this Bene- 
dition, God bleſ; thee and give thee ſtrength my Son, and give thee 
good courage, 1 pawnmy Sonl for thine , and thou ſhalt have my 
Prayers dead and alive. 

Anno 1603. June there was an Oppoſition of Saturn and Mer- 
ciiry from Sagitary and Gemini, upon which Oppoſition there was 
a horrible Plot diſcovered againſt King James : Thoſe concerned 
were the Lord Ceobbam, the Lord Gray of Wilton, Six Welter 
Rawleigh, Sir Griffin Markbam,Sir Edward Parham, Brook, Brookgby, 
Copley, Watſon and Clark, Prieſts; Their Indi&ment was for 
Conlpiring the Kings death, to raiſe Rebellion, to alter Reli- 
gion, to ſubvert the State, aud procure Forreign Invaſion ; They 
were all found guilty but Parbam, of whom there were but three 
put death, that is Clark, Brooks and Watſon, who was the man 
that drew all thereſt into the Plot. 

Anno 1603. There was a ConjurTon of Saturn and Jupiter in 
Sagitary, and from that time to the end of June following Mer- 
cury was in Libra, which was the ſpace of ſeven Months; and in 
Oftober following Mars came to a Conjuntion of them both in S2- 
gitary (there was now a great Plague in England moſt part of this 
year 1604. ) under the influence of theſe Poſitions they laid the en« 
ſuing Plot to blow up the Parliament Houſe. And in 1605, 
when Mars came toan Oppoſition of Satura from Gemini and Sa. 
gitary.in June, they began to fall cloſe to their work, and to 
haſten the bringing -in of cheir materials to perform their d-tign ; 
And near the end of Ofi:ber Mercury came into Virgo to a Square 
of Setzrn, and ſuddenly after the whole Plot was difſcovercd, in 
which was Winter, Fauks, Keys, Bates, W:nter, Graunt , Rook- 
woed, Digby, all which were Executed 3 and ſuddenly after 


Garnet the Provincial of the Engliſh Jeſuits was Executed alſo at

which time there was alſo Proclamativa for all Jeſuits, Pricfts 
and Friers to depart the Land upon pain of death. 

- Anno1610, Inthe brginning of the yzar there was an Oppoſi- 
tion of Fupiter and Mars from Gemint and Sapitary; there was 
now new Proclatnation put forth to command all Rowan Prie(ts 
and Jeſuits to depart the Kingdom by the fourth of Fuly following 
upon' pain of death, 

Awnd 1618. Which was the fifteenth year after the Gonjundion 
of Saturn and Jupiter; in June there was a Conjanition of £a- 
turn and Mars in the beginning of Gemins, within ix degrees of 
the oppoſite point of the laſt ConjundGion, and Jupierat that time 
in Square to them both: At this time not only Exgland, but 
divers parts beyond Sea are ina general difturbance about Reli- 
gion 3 ' the Pope perſwades the Papilis to k-ep @ day of Jubilee, 
and to implore Gods afhſtance to the Catholick Caulc ; the 
EleQor of Saxony at that time remembring that it was 100 ycars 
fince Luther oppoſed the Popes power, he ordained a folemu Feaſt 
of three days tor Thanksgiving to God for their deliverance from 
the Tyranny of Rome; to this the Univerſities of Lipfick and Wit - 
temberg, and the Imperial Towns of Frankford, Worms and Norms 
berg gave their Suffrage: Nay the Calvinifts alſo freely conſented 


- to obſerve the ſame Jubilee in oppoſition to the Romiſh Church ; 
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the Proteſtants put forth Declarations of their Sufferings from 
the Popiſh party, and in the end b®th parties took Arms, 

. The Spaniard: (eek to Conſummate the Match between the Ir- 
fanta and the Prince of Wales, in hopes to advance the Romifh 
Faction; which cauſeth much Jcalouſies, and many fears among, 
the Subjcas, Gondamor endeavoureth and accompliſheth the 
death of $:r Walter Rawleigh, as acommon enemy to the Spazifs 
cauſe ; In a word, it would take up a particular Volume to re- 
late the Troublcs and Conſternationsof Exrepe about Religioa at 
that time, and the principle end of all was to reduce this King- 
dom of England to the Remiſh perſwalion z but before S atrrn goc 
out of Gemini, Mars came to an Oppoſition of him in Sagitary. Thee 
Hurries did not end here with 1618, but continued at lcaſt four 
years and more, till the.Conjunion ity Leo gave freſh matter tothe 
motion of N:ture, C Alt: 
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, Anno 1623, In July there was a Conjundion of Saturn and Ju- 
piterinLeo:. 1he Marriage of the Prinze of Wales to the Infinta, 
is the publick and common buſineſs of botly Kingdoms, the 
Biſhop of Conchen Inquiſitor General of Spain, and Conde-Olivares 
ſollicite the Prince to turn Papiſt, to which end they tamper with 
the Duke of Buckingham y and the Pope ſends a Letter both to 
the Prince and Duke about the ſame matter; in the end the 
Matchis diſliked, and the Papiſts of England apprehend them- 
ſelves in danger thereby : The Prince leaves Spain, and ſhortly 
after Marries the French Lady-3 the Spaniards alſo prepare for a 
War with England ; They that would fee more of theſe matters, 
let them read our Learned and Honeſt Country-man Fobu Ruſh» 
worth's Hiſtorical ColleQion ofprivate paſſages of State. 

Anno 162x; There- was a Conjunttion of Saturn and Mars in 
Libra, a humane Signe, and an Oppoſition of Jupiter, and the Swn 
from Segitary and Gemini, the people commit divers Outrages in 
and about London, Dr. Lamb is Mardered in the Streets, the 
Duke of Buckingham is Killed by John Felton who is alſo Exc. 
cuted, great Severitics are uſcd againtt the Papiſts, who are Im- 
prifvacd and proceeded againſt according to Law, divers-Prieſts 
and Jeſuits taken at- Clerkeuwelt- and ſent to Newgate; new 
Proclamations- againſt alt Prieſts and” Jeſuits, but particularly 
againſt the Titular Archbiſhop of Calcedon, and all others who 
had taken Orders from the SeCof Rome, 

Anno 1638. Which was the fifteenth year after the Conjunttion, 
Satzrn comes to the oppoſite point ofthe Conjuntion, and Mars 
the ſame year-is ſeven Months paſſing through the Sign Szgitary, 
that-is. from the begining of February to the beginning of Septems- 
ber : The Scots quarrel with the Common- Prayer Book lately ſent 
into Scotland, and it occafions Tumultuous Meetings, The Scots 
enter intoa Covenant, Charles the firſt declares againſt Innova- 
tions in Religion, TheQueen Mother of France comes into Eng. 
laxd, The Covenanters take Arms, and Sollicite France for Aid, 
The King leads an Army into Scotland againſt them, he Encamps 
within two Miles of Berwick, in view of the Scotch Army , they 
eomcto a Treaty, Peace is Concluded, and the Armies are both 
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Disbanded, and not long after the Troubles of England began, 
that is, in the year 1640, about Biſhops and Religion. 

Anno 1643: In the Month of Febr there was a Conjunt{iox 
of Saturn and Jupiter in 25 degrees of Piſces and Mars at the fame 
time in Geminz in Square with the Sun and haſtening toa Square of 
Saturn, both in Piſces : The Capuchins at Somerſet-bonſe were ba- 
niſhed by Order of Parliament,the Croſs in Cheapſide demoliſhed, . 
ec, The difference in England grows bloody,now in good carneft, 
what the Cauſes oftheſe differences were, together with the par- 
ticular tranſaQions of the management, are ſo well known to all 
men in general, that it will fave me both time and Paper in the 
further inlargement thereon. 

Anno 1656. $8 8turn came to the oppoſite point of the laſt Con- 
jundion, and ſo made up not full fourteen years 3 but that Con- 
junTion ſhould have fallen in Aries and Saturn would have come 
to its Oppoſition in 1658; yet nevertheleſs when he came to his 
fifteenth year, you nay obſerve what a hurry here was in Eng- 
land, Sir Henry Slingsby and Dr. Hewit died upon Tower-hill, 
Oliver Cromwel died allo, Richard Cromwel was quickly after 
made ProteQor, and was afterwards yuickly found ulelc(sy there 
were now divers new cuts of Government, as a Council of State, 
the Keepers of the Liberty of England, a Committee of Safety, &<c. 

Anno 1663. There was a Conjunttion of Saturn and Jupiter in 
1 3 degrees of Sagitary, and alittle before the Connjunftion Mars 
oppoſed them both from Gemini, The January following there 
were 190r 20 men Executed in Torkshire as Conſpirators, and 
the March following there was four more Condemned and Execu- 
ted in, the ſame County for the ſame Fads,and.in the year follow- 
ing the Wars with Holland began. 

Anno 1678. Saturn came to an Oppoſition. of the place of the 
former Cunjunion, aud within two Months after he cane to 
a Con jrunttion of Mars near the ſame place, -this being compleatly 
the 15 year after the Conjandion ; the Michaelmas day at night tol- 
lowing there was a Horrid Popiſh Plot diſcovered at Whitehall ro 
take away H's Majeſties Life, &c, To alter Religion, bringing in 
Popery, and change the vi , for which thirteen _ 
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have ſuff:red, namely Coleman, Green , Berry, Hill, Ireland, 
Groves, Pickering, Whitebread, Harcourt, Gawen, Turner , Fen. 
wick,and Mr, Langhorn : But this may be obſerved by the, Studi, 
ous Reader, that from the beginning of Offober 1678. ( ſuddenly 
after this Plot was diſcovered) to the end of May laſt palt the Fiery 
Planet Mars was palong through Leo , which was almoſt cight 


Months, a thing not uſual; what hath been the eff=& of this in 
England, 1 ſuppoſe the whole Kingdom knows 3 neither need I 
bz at the pains to Inſert the particulars thereof, they being (o 
well known to every one.. 


Thus have I endeavourcd to prove the fifteenth year after the 


Con)w#ion to beaycar of Trouble , eſpecially to England, if at 
that time Saturn or Mary happen to be in $agitary or Gemin: z and 
that at thoſe times there happens debates and differences about 
Religion, as I have before proved. 0

Anno 1692, Mars Stationary in Gemini in Oppoſition to Saturn 
in Sagitary , this ſeems to portend a Storm to Loxdon about Re» 
ligion, and this is confirmed by Mars his Conjuniion with Saturn 
in Sagitary, and both in Oppoſition to Jupiter in Gemini in the 
ſame year, which I fear may be continued to 1693, 

Anno 1598. Which is the fourteenth year after their fourth 
ConjunGion in Leo 1683, Saturn comes to the oppoſite place of the 
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ConjunTionin Duartile to Fupiter and Mercury in” Conjundin in 
Scorpio, and in 1699. Meyenry comes to a Conjunition of Saturx 
in Aquarius, in dire& Oppoſition to the degree of the Conjunion 
1682, God preferve ſome parts of Exrope from Murders and 
Slaughters, ©. Why may there not ſome Factions ariſe among 
the Roman Clerpy in order to- the ryjne of that Sce? 1 am of the 
Opinion thcre will now, and within afew years ſucceeding, 

The fate of Kingdoms and Countries doth not depend only 
upon the ConJandion and Aſpects of the Planets only, but alſo up- 
on the motion of the Nodes for by their- motion through the 
S gnes, arc Eclipſes cauſed in divers parts of the Heavens : And 
when they (eſpecially thoſe of the S»#)) happen near the Hors- 
ſcopes of Kingdoms or Cities, they cauſe divers Accidents and 
Calamities according to their then tignification; and irc will nor 
be amiſs here to give a Hiltorical Account of their effes as they 
have for many ycars concerned Great Brittain and, France, 

Anno 1554. There was an Oppoſition of Saturu and Jupiter from 
Virgaand Piſcet, and the next year the North Node trantited Ge- 
mini 3 in thoſe years were the great Pcrſecutions in Queen Marys 
dayes, and other differences and diſputes about Religion, which 
may be calily remembred by the Reformed Churches (til), 

Anno 1564. The North Node tranfited Sagitary , about this- 
time the Duke of Gziſe Killed 1509 people at a Sermon, great 
troubles throughout Fraxcez and there was a Rebellion in. the 
North of Englaad. ; 

Anno 1574. The Prince of Conde heads the Proteſtants, and 
ſo begins the firſt Civil War in France about 'Religion,. which by

Anno 1583, and 1584. The Nerth Node again tranſited Sagitary, 
now great troubles in England with Plots againſt the Queen and

The North Node paſſeth through Gemini 3 the 
Popiſh Lords riſe in Scotland , ſome Hang'd for Writing S:diti- 
ous Books, and ſhortly after the Plot of Dr, Lopez.

Anno 1621. There was a great Eclipſein the beginning of Ge- 
mini, Gondamore is abuſed by thepeople in London Streets , and 
the French Protcltants are troubled by the Papilis. 


Anno 1630. There was two very great Eclipſes of the Sun, 


the one in Gemini, theother in Sagitary; the Earl of Caſtlebaven 
Behcaded on Tower-bill, London-Bridge lamentably ruined by 
Fire, ſoon after ſome Tumults in Ireland, 

Anno 1639. There were two very great Eclipſes of the Sw, 
the one in Gemini, the other in Sagitary; the King Marches 
down into Scotland againſt the Scots then in Arms, the Spaniards 
and Dmtch Fight in rhe Downs, the Scots Invade England, &c. 

Anno 1648. There was a Total Eclipſe of the Sun in the laſt 
degree of Gemini, Francis Lord Villiers ſlain,Colchefter ſurrendred, 
and Lucas and Liſle Shot, the King Murdered, the Iriſh Rebel. 
lion , and ſhortly after the Powder-blow in Tower-Street , Cum 
multis aliis. 

Anno 1658. There was two Central Eclipſes of the Sun in $4- 
gitary and Gemini, Cromwel dies, an Inſurre&tion in Chesſbire, 
Monck, Marches toward Londex , Tumults and. Uproars in the 
City, the Gates and Portculliſes of Londox pull'd down, 

Anno 1666. In December there was almoſt an Central Eclipſe 
of the Moon in Gemini, and in May following there happen'd ano- 
ther as great in Sagitary, and in November following there was 
another as great ascitherin Gemini, all of the Moen; the Boyes 
Riſe Tumulcuouſly in London, and withſtand the Kings Guards ; 
ſhortly after the then Mayor laying hold of. the Penal Laws, ſct 
the City into a common hurry, by committing divers of the Al- 
dermen and other Citizens to Priſon for Religion, 

Anno 1675. There wcr2 two Central Eclipſes of the Sn, the 
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one in Gemini, the other in Segitaryz Tumultuous Riſings' in 
London, the Weaverz Riſe about the Abuſes of their Trade , the 
Train-bands are raiſed to prevent Diſturbances ; here are alſo new 
Proclamations and old Laws put in force againſt the Noncog- 
formilts.
